Another Revolution Is Wrought 


in Naval Architecture in the 


Form of a Little Launch That 


Experts Are Admiring 


Special to The Journal] 


NKW YORK, Oct. 26.—Engineer- 


ing- experts who have been privileged 
to Inspect a little launch that for sev- 
eral wefjks past has bp"n flitting about 
the Erie basin and by its speed and 
evolutions has been 
attracting the 


greatest attention from marine men 
and others are of the opinion that 
America Is about to contract another 
debt of gratitude to Swedish ingenu- 
ity. The revolution wrought in naval 
architecture by the Monitor of John 
Ericsson promises to find a counter- 
part in the realms of 'peaceful indus- 
try in the oil engine invented by H. 
A. Bertheau, an eminent Swedish en- 
gineer and 
inventor 
lately arrived 


here from Stockholm. 


Experts who have examined the en- 


gine and whose high standing gives 
•weight to their opinions unite In de- 
claring that the engine Is the per- 
sonification of simplicity and that the 
soveie.st tests only tend to verify the 
claims of the inventor. From all ap- 
pearances the engine, which 
is 
as 


readily adaptable to a railroad loco- 
motive or a hoisting crane as it is to 
a launch or a cargo-boat, possessees 
innumerable advantages over steam as 
a motive power. One of the most im- 
portant of these advantages and the 
fust to suggest itself to the observer 
is the apparent ease with which the 
engine is controlled and manipulated. 
Independent of 
size the 
engine is 


started without any exertion and all 
maneuvers are controlled by a single 
lever. 


As a motive power for passenger 


boats, lighteis, tugs and cai go-boats 
the engine possesses the incalculable 
advantage of cheapness. 
Crude oil, 


which is perhaps the tnost abundant 
as well as the cheapest fuel product 
known to mankind, may be employed 
as ipuclily and with as good results 
as refined petroleum. 
Then, again, 


the enslne requites but one man to 
run 
it, thus sa%'lng the expense of 


stokers, heavers and others necessary 
in the operation of a marine steam 
engine. 
Another important item not 


to be overlooked is the great saving in 
space, ns the oil engine requires no 
room for immense boilers and coal 
bunkers. 
For river boats and other 


vessels where light draught is neces- 
sary this advantage is of the greatest 
value. 
As a means of propulsion for 


small launches, automobiles and 
for 


other purposes where the gasoline mo- 
.tor is now commonly employed the 
Bertheau engine possesses the double 
advantage of cheapness and safety. 


A thirty-foot launch equipped with 


a sixteen horsepdfa'er engine has been 
tied up in the Erie basin, close under 
the stern of Sir Thomas "Lipton's two 
challengers, Shamrock I and Shamrock 
III for several weeks, during which 
time it has been Inspected by the en- 
gineering exports of several lar'ge rail- 
roads and steamship companies, all 
of whom have expressed their unqua- 
lified approval. 
Not the least inter- 


ested of those who inspected the en- 
gine were the heads of the great com- 
pany which enjoys a monopoly of the 
petroleum business 
In America and 


also representatives of several of the 
great railroads of the west and south- 
west that for years have been endeav- 
oring to employ all as a motive power 
for their engines.
